' nour generall &c., Andforſomuch as ſome malici- 
ous and enuious at her Maieſtics greatneſle, and at

. as men vic the name of her Maiecſtic and of her 
miniſters, it is tollerated without paine and chaſtiſe- 
met todo cuill inthoſe prouinces, as if her Maieſtic 
and miniſters made wayto wickednes : we muſt call 
thoſe cuill rounged mento ſome better coſideration 
of the roiall affetion and zeale wherewith her Ma- 
icſtic proccedeth, in fauquring & aſſiſting at al needs 
and ſcaſons, by all meanes that God putteth in her 
princely hands, thoſe prouinces & Eftares repreſen- 
ting ſoucraingty there.

Itis well 
knowne how the Marqueſle of Haurech being ſent 
1578, by the Statcs general,obteined ofthe Q ueene 
great ſummes of mony jn preſt,which are not yerſa- 
risfied, Andif we ſhall but only name the latter wars, 
ſince Brabir & Flanders loſt,& ſincethedeath ofthe 
duke of Aniou, & of the Prince of Orege,Ifay ſince 
Antwerpe loſt , &the ſijccourleſſe negotiation with 
the French king broken of , when all things ſo deſ- 
eratly bin thoſe prouinces:it will moſt cleer- 
ly appeare with what cheerefulneſle hir Maicſtic mw

ſparing hir Nobilitie , imployed all metnes to con- 
crue thoſe countries and States. All this with a moſt 
ſincere and heroical mind,not ſo muchas accepting 
the offers to hir made of thoſe countries , So farre is 
hir Maieſtic from ſuffering or wittingly and willingly 
winking at ſucheuils in thoſe cotries,whoſe gratious

tract(athing broadly and lewdly ſpoke among them

This 
was tlroccaſion that at laſt his Lordſhip hauing 
atchieued the States deſire at Medenblick and Nar- 
den, being as loth tofaile in any parte of his ende- 
uour for preſeruation alſo of GertrudEbergh,atowne 
ſo greatly importing the prouince of Holland & the 
generalitie,as they Fa [remonſtrared many times to 
him, he tooke his iourney without any promiſle ma- 
king inthe world about the 6. of May toward Dort, 
to aduiſe with the Magiſtrate there, how this ſtirre of 
mars! proach might be quieted,, According to 
aduiſe there, he aduertiſed the garriſon of Gertru- 
denbergh the 7.following, that he was there arriued 


wiſhingthemto ſend deputies according tothe let- 


ters of lafecodud,which his Lordſhip ſent them.But 


_ thatgarriſon ſtanding ypon excule for ſending depu- 


ties , and beſeeching the ſame Lord Baronto come 
ro themin perſon , his Lordſhip becauſe he would 
| not 
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not farther endaunger thoſe affaires, being yet ſo 
ſmally come on, ſent thither Sir lohn Wingfeld 
knight, M. Thomas Wilford Sergeant mator of the 
Engliſh, & George Gilpin ſecretarie of Eſtatethere, 
accompanied with M. Ioos Menin counſailor pen- 
ſtoner of Dort, & Dirick Geerbrantſen Stoop, who 
wroughtin ſuch ſort with them of Gertrudenbergh, | 
as they ſent deputics to Dort the 9. of May, who 
preſently vpon their arriuall exhibited to the Lord 
Willughby, a certaine hee ſigned and ſealed, 


contcining the reaſons of their miſcontentment , & 
therewithall, certainearticles demaunding ſecurity 
ro themſelues for any thing doone in this alteration. 
Vpon which articles of a after good delibe- 
ration and communication firſt had with the Magi- 
ſtrate of Dort , certaine points were apoſtilled , but 
yet without agreeing any thing definitively to that 
garriſon,which might be interprered preiudiciall, ci- 
ther tothe generall of the country , or the particular 
of Holland: yea, quite tothe contrary,his Lordſhip 
ſharply by word and writing blamed their vnreaſo- 
nable dematid to be paid from hir Maieſtie,to whom 
hitherto they had doneno particular ſeruice. Their 
deputies ſtood herevpon, that forſomuch as thefe 
matters could not determine at Dort,it would pleaſe 
the Lord Willughby to come perſonally to Gertru- 
denbergh,thatſo vpo the place all things mightrake 
better end, whereunto his Lordſhip hauing partly 
coſented with the Magiſtrats aduiſe of Dort, depar- 
red the 13, of May , withintention yet|notto enter 
the towne of Gertrudenbergh,bur lying in his boate

before the towne to negociat from our of his boate 
with the garriſon. Butby occaſion of a treaſon the 
- nextnight before —_— , which had bene prac- 
tiled byCaptaine Fournet and Marke Albanois,both 
which ſuffcred therefore afterward, the Lord Wil- 
lughby was driuen to cnter the townethart very day, 
& that without hoſtages or any other aſſurance,ſaue 
the ſigned writing of the| Deputies of Dort and Ger- 
trudenbergh , or elſe the rowne was to fallin more 
danger then cuer before. 

It ewo moneths and more before this time,the ſol- 
diers of this garriſon for want of pay, had changed 
_ their Colours tearing and renting their Corners 
{ignes and Banderok from their lances and ſtandarts, 
 asthis placcard rchearſeth, we leauc it to the coftde- 
ration ofall men, yea of theſe enill ſpeakers, and euen 
 ofthele which did impertinently reproch a certaine 
promiſe neuer thought of,together with tHYapoſtilles 
of the ninth of May , we lcaue it I fay to all good 
conſideration ,| whether the Lorde Willughby 
mightnot iuſtlydoubr of his owne ſafety, being now 
inthe handes ofa ſort of|warlike malconeents, with- 
' out onefarthingto contentthem . But being taught 
by experience 1h ſuch caſes to make vertue of ne- 
ceſſity , his Lordſhip catied himſelfe ſo with them, 
as by Gods grace and th'aſſiſtance of the Depurics 
of Dordrechr ke calmed their choler,, and brought 
them ſo farre on, asroyecld their demand in writing 
the foureteenth of May, which was one and thirtic 
moneths pay, relcaſing all ſurphus. 

They inſiſted ypon ready mony,but were _—

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by the Lord Willughby,yet ſo farrefurther on as ro. 


give one moneths day: notwithſtanding "iy altera- 
tion had already continued two moneths, About 
which matter his Lordſhip nothauing \otker com- 
miſhon ſaue to heare and vnderſtand, after he had 
required them to holdall good ai:d foldiour bke diſ- 
cipline , while the States & Count Maurice of Naſ- 
ſau being aduertifſed might reſolue vps this their de- 
maund, he left with them at their requeſt Sir Iohn 
Wingfeld for entertainemenr of ſome better order: 
& lo departed fro Gertrudenbergh the 15. of May, 


without promiſe of one haltepenie to them.VWhar 


a ſtrange thing is this then, thattogether with theſe 


occurrents ſhould cometo be alleaged the apoſtilles 


of the 9.of May, as if by them had growen ſome pre-. 


iudice to the countric, fith all that pafled at Dort 


was but to make way to theſe affaires, & tothe Lord 


Willughbies iourney toward Gertrudenbergh , and 
ſith that by the apoſtilles nothing was to that garri- 


ſon agreed definitiuely , but the finall accord concer- 
_ ningthart alteratio differred moretheE rwo moneths, 


raatis to ſay, rillthe 26. and 27, of Julie following, 
whereof the States and Count Maurice of Naſſau 
hauing ſigned that contract are notignorant, What 
ſhall we ſay to theſe calumnies ? No nouelty, athing 
well knowne to the whole world, that is that the 
Lord Willughby being entreated to mediat in this 
extreme neceſlitie, and at his owne charge to pre- 
pare an appointmet of tha alteration,which hapned 
through want of pay and other euill viage, is now 


requited with this ingratitude x. diſacknowledge- 


| ment 
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ment together with a practiſe of perſuading lies a- 


 gainſt himro thepeople, ſpecially inthat point of 


th'apoſtilles by which Ifay , it is notorious that no 


damage could cometo the coiitry norto any perſon 
in particular , For Count Maurice of Naſſau being 


aduertiſed of all this by bh Secretary of Eſtate Ge- 


orge Gilpin, thanked the Lord Willughby therefore 
by expreſle letters of ” i11.0fthat moneth, 
The reſt is in ſubſtaunce, that the Lord Wil. 


lughby after his departure from Gertrudenbergh 


the 15. of this moneth;, aduertiſing the States and 


Count Maurice of Naſſau , of the ſoldiors foreſaid 


demaund and ofthe time which by his meanes they 
gaue for ſatisfaftion , he went to Walckerland ar 
their inſtanceallo, ſpecially of the States of Zeland, 
for to appoint th'aRaires of Vere & Armude , which 
rownes but ſpecially Vepe , the States of the country 
and Count Maurice of Naſſau did hold as good as 
beſieged , This Zeland buſines at the firſt ſeemed to 
promiſe ſpeedy diſpatch.Bur at this very time Oſted 
finding it ſelfe threatned with ſiege by th'enemy,cal- 
ledthe L.Willughby thither: ſo was the contract of 
Vere ſtaied till about the 20.0f Iune. Hauing atchie- 
ued theſe things to the great contentment of the 
States of Zeland and of Count Maurice of Naſſau, 
the Lord Willughby hit Maieſties generall ſailed vp 
to Holland to the countaile of Eſtate , where being 
arriued ,it was told him that Gertrudenbergh mat- 
ters ſtood intheſame plight he left themat his going 


downeto Zelid;or rather in worſe,by reaſon the ſol- 


diours now refuſed thereckonings offredto them, 
| with 
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withour alſo giuing eare or any nce at all to 
Coiit Maurices letters of the 29.of May in his Lord- 
ſhips abſence , written to 8 them in mind how the 
rowne of Genradneney appertcined to his late 
Lord & father,afrer whoſe death hewas coheire with 
his brethren and ſiſters who had no way offended the 
garriſonthere : and that therefore he deſired to ſend 
commiſſioners to treat with them vpon their pre- 
tenſes, | 
Hereupon the States generall & they of Holland 
urs v6. , renewed their earneſt requeſt for his 
ordſhips emploiment in this appointment of Ger- 
erudenbergh: becauſe,they ſaid, t « Gains no other 
remedy . To which end alſo Count Maurice of Na{- 
ſau gaue him aurentike copies oftwo comifhons,the 
one diſpatched by the States generall the 2. of Iune, 
the other by the States of Holland the 3,ofthe ſame, 
pourporting that Count Maurice as Gouernour of 
Holland & proprietary of Gertrudebergh,ſhuld treat 
with them of thatrowne iointly with the Lord Wil- 
lughby or by meanes of his Lordſhip onely : with re- 
ſtrain& neuerthelefle that by whatſocuer appoint- 
ment to be made, the towne muſt not |be ſeparated 
frothe prouince of Holland, according as the com- 
miſſion conteineth, The Lord Willughby ſeing him 
ſelfe this preſſed on euery fide , ouercome with the 
deſire which he knoweth to be in hir Maieſtie his 
Miſtreſſe , who taketh nothing moreto hart thento 
defend al thoſe prouinces with euery of their townes 
and places , and greatly caried in his owne affetion 


to do all goodoffice and pleaſures to the States and

deputics ofthe garriſon the/2 8. of this moneth , But 


Count Maurice of Naſſau, according as already he 
manifeſted the ſame by appointing and bringing 


home into their duotioto their corentmet the towns 


of Medenblick and Narden in Holland , and of Vere 
and Armudein Zeland, heycelded to affiſt the com- 
paſſing of this appointment according to thoſe c6- 
miſhons, And this did he the rather moucd by lerters 
ofthe 10,0f Iune tro Count Maurice of Naſſau from 
S.lohn Wingfield knight, conteining that the ſoldi- 
ours there had threatned that they would quickly 
find aſoueraigne Prince, ſith the Quooye of Engiad 
would neither take them into protectis nor procure 
aſſurice of their petſons & pay : beſides other aduer- 
tiſements by letters of the 19. of this moneth ,to his 
Lordſhip fro the Magiſtrat of Dort,how the ſoldiers 


_ of thatgarriſon began to ſpeake of hearkening tothe 


enimy , & of a purpoſe to receiue the enimics letters 


 whenſoeuer they thould be ſent,norwirhſtading that 


hard before they had hanged vp Captein Fourner & 
the Albanois with others tor a particular treaſon, So 


| then to preuent theſe apparant dangers and vpon 


theſe their earneſt inſtances the Lord Willughby 
accompanied Count Mautice of Naſlau & the De- 
purttes of the States , hauing 


two hundredthoufand forins . | Comming thus be- 
fore Gerwudenbergh to appeaſe this alteration they 
proceeded ſo tarre remaining ſtill in their boares , as 
diuers times offer of the ſaid lumme was made tothe

Orelfe that if in further _—_ with 
them they would articulate, that his Lordſhip with

hands as owner thercot . | 
Tis propoſition throughly deliberated in coun- 
ſell, it was anſwered by the Countand all\the depu- 
rics,that (notwithſtanding th'enemy had then no ar- 
my at hand that might inducethe > 4 change 
party ) yet toatrend th'cuent of the forcible attempt 
weretoo too hazardous, and to promiſe any more 
they wanted commiſhon . VVhereuppon the ſaid 
Lords, Count, Lord Willughby and ceputries of the 
States, departed from the flote before Gertruden- 
bergh, and went to the Haghe withour any finall 
compoſition of this alteration . Lo here|that pro-_ 
milefor which ſomeſlanderers do find fault with hir

but rather by their departure ſeemed to abandon, 
notwithſtiding his Lordſhip then promiſed his beſt 
offices to bring it aboutro their delire, if they hadlli- 
ked to follow his aduiſe.In which emploiment he of- 
fered him ſelfe with the very ſame affeion to do 
pleaſure and ſeruice ro Count Maurice of Naſſau 8& 
the States, as he had done inthe other foure townes 
which they preſently held in poſſeſſis to their whole 
COntentement. | 

To / 9m truly and certainly of theſe occurrents, 
we mult ſtay vpon the manage of cuery affaire as it 
paſled from day to day,in which behalfe he that cou- 


ched andſigned the placcard cither erreth of miſin- 


formation, or elſe miſteporterh of malice, An abuſe 
offered to none ſomuch as to his owne Maiſters, 


blindfolding their cies as if they ſaw not that which

You muſt vnderſtand that after the 
States generall,the counſaile of Eſtate, Count Mau- 
rice of Naſſau, and the States of Holland had better 
'waighed this matter in counſel] at the Haghe, the 
L. Willughby was againe required in full counſelthe 
9.0f Tuly , ro ſend Richard Allen an Engliſh Gentle- Tuly. | 
man (which his Lordſhip did) togither with com- | 
miſfarie George Matrut, to declare tothe garriſon at 
Gertrudenbergh, that within fewe daies they ſhould : 
haue their demaund, and that in the meane while | 
they ſhould beare themſelues in all fidelity and good 
diſcipline. And forſomuch as inthis Interim the ſtate 
of Gertrudenbergh was in great wauering, and ther- 
upon might enſue an vrter breach without fit reme- 
dy prouided, it was thought good that the deputies 
of the generall States, Count Maurice of Naſſau,the 
Lord Willughby , the deputies of Holland and of 
Dort for their particular, ſhould vpon the 24 .fol- 
lowing , be all before the towne of Gertrudenbergh, 
where came to them into their boates the deputies

- ofthatgarriſon,wirh cerrtaine points & articles con- 
cerning a finall accord and their owne aſſurance. 
Whichbcing conſidered in counſell were finally ſet 
downe for agreed the 26, following, and {igned by 
Count Maurice of Naſhau.as proprictary of thar 
rowneand Gouernour of Holland , and by the Lord 
Willughby for hir Majeſty.

more,{o as thereſidue mightrange themſelues vnder

. thereof bytheir deputies, found themſclues prearly 
intereſled, and ſetting forth the 27. of luly following 
their griefes and difficulties, declared that they neuer
